In just one year as operating head of the Green Bay 
Packers, Inc., Robert E. “Bob” Harlan, has put his 
personal stamp upon the office of president and chief 
executive officer with a series of progressive and innova- 
tive moves. 

Harlan, who succeeded Judge Robert J. Parins as 
president at the organization's annual stockholders’ 
meeting June 5, 1989, initiated his first major project in 
August of 1989 when he announced plans to construct 
1,920 club seats — a historic “first” for the home of the 
Packers — and 36 new private boxes in Green Bay's 
Lambeau Field, an $8,263,000 project which increased 
the stadium capacity to nearly 60,000. It was completed 
in time for the start of 1990 National Football League 
pre-season play. 

The 53-year-old lowa native subsequently scheduled 
and staged the first annual “Breakfast with the Packers” in May, a gathering for fans selected at random by 
computer, at which he invited questions and feedback from them about the Packer organization. 

Later, at the 1990 annual meeting (June 4), his nomination of Milwaukee Brewers President Allan H. “Bud” 
Selig to the Packers’ board of directors, a move designed to promote a closer relationship between the two 
Wisconsin sports franchises, was unanimously approved and widely hailed — within and outside the 
organization — as a master stroke. 

Committed to making the fans’ day at the stadium as enjoyable as possible, Harlan also has directed the 
development of a responsible drinking program for Lambeau Field in an effort to eliminate alcohol-related 
misconduct at Packer games and pledged the adoption of a similar program at the Packers’ other home 
field, Milwaukee County Stadium. 

A year earlier, while still vice president of administration, he was the catalyst in the implementation and 
development of a long-term marketing program, launched with the hiring of a director of marketing and the 
opening of an official outlet store in the Packer administration building, a project which already has become 
a solid success and gives promise of greater dividends in the future. 

The ninth president in the team’s 71-year existence, Harlan is the first CEO to have come up through the 
ranks. All previous presidents of the NFL's only publicly-owned franchise had come from the business and 
professional areas of the community as members of the board of directors. 

Harlan, who has been involved with every area of the club's operations over the course of his Green Bay 
career, joined the Packer organization as assistant general manager on June 1, 1971, after serving as 
director of public relations for the St. Louis baseball Cardinals. 

He later was named corporate general manager in 1975, corporate assistant to the presidentin 1981 and 
executive vice president of administration on February 16, 1988. 

In the latter role, he had been responsible for team travel, negotiating radio and pre-season television 
contracts, the public relations department and marketing, playing and practice fields, buildings and 
grounds, front office personnel, ticket office operations, purchasing, the leasing of Lambeau Field's private 
boxes, insurance, game day entertainment and the schedule of pre-season games. 

Prior to 1985, he also negotiated all player contracts for 14 years. 

Since taking over as president, Harlan has vigorously pursued the agenda he had set for himself on the 
occasion of his election, announcing, “| want to move this franchise ahead in every area ... We've got to be 
successful from top to bottom to succeed. And we are going to succeed.” 

Atthat point he addressed what he termed the two key “bottom lines ... Obviously, one is winning football 
games and the other is keeping the organization financially solvent and strong so it can always remain in

Green Bay and compete with the other 27 clubs in this league.” 

Becoming president of the Green Bay Packers, he also revealed on that day, had exceeded his fondest 
dreams. 

“In 1960, when | had just graduated from Marquette University and was working as sports information 
director, just getting started in public relations,” he told members of the media following his election, “| 
attended a Packer game in Milwaukee County Stadium. |! made a commentto my wife that! hope! can grow 
in the public relations field and become competent enough that someday | can become public relations 
director for the Green Bay Packers. 

“When the opportunity came along 11 years later to join this fine organization, | jumped at it ... To be 
associated with the NFL and the Packers, | have been highly honored ... That honor has reached a new and 
incredible level.” 

The Packers’ CEO, who earned a B.S. degree in journalism from Marquette in 1958, had a brief tour of duty 
in the U.S. Army before spending a year as a general reporter for United Press International in Milwaukee. 
He subsequently became sports information director at Marquette in 1959, serving six years in that capacity. 
He joined the St. Louis baseball Cardinals in 1965, serving as director of community relations and the 
speakers’ bureau for two years and as director of public relations for 3Y years before coming to the Packers. 

Harlan, born Robert Ernest Harlan in Des Moines, |A., September 9, 1936, is active in the Green Bay 
community as a member of the executive board of the Packer 65 Roses Sports Club, which was created to 
generate awareness of cystic fibrosis and to raise money for research, and as a member of the board of 
directors of the First Wisconsin Bank of Green Bay and the Green Bay Area Chamber of Commerce. 

Bob and his wife, Madeline, have three sons — Kevin, 30, who is the play-by-play “voice” of both the 
NFL's Kansas City Chiefs and the Minnesota Timberwolves of the NBA; Bryan, 28, who is director of public 
relations for the Chicago Bears; and Michael, 21, a student at St. Norbert College who already has started to 
follow in his father's footsteps by working in the school's sports information department. 

Anardent golfer, Harlan also is an “involved” fan, closely following the fortunes of the Milwaukee Brewers 
and Milwaukee Bucks as well as those of the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay, the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison and his alma mater, Marquette. 


JUDGE ROBERT J. PARINS 
Chairman of the Board 


Judge Robert J. Parins, who previously enjoyed a 
productive seven-year tenure as chief executive officer 
of the Packer Corporation, is serving his second term as 
the organization's chairman of the board. 

Judge Parins was elected to the position at the 
corporation's annual meeting June 5, 1989, the day on 
which he retired from the presidency. He succeeded the 
late Dominic Olejniczak, who died April 14, 1989. As 
chairman of the board, Judge Parins serves as an ex- 
Officio of the Executive Committee and, with the club 
president, represents ownership at National Football 
League meetings and at the NFL Management Council. 
He also acts in an advisory capacity to the president and 
Executive Committee on all matters concerning the 
interests and the management of the Corporation. 

The Judge, who was succeeded by Robert E. Harlan at 
1989's annual stockholder's meeting, became the first 
full-time president in club annals when elected in 1982. Rapid growth and major changes characterized his 
presidency over the intervening seven-year span. During his tenure, he presided over the planning and 
construction of four major additions to the Packers’ physical facilities, which now rank among the NFL's 
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finest, and saw the corporation's assets mount from $19.5 million when he took office to more than $32 
million in 1988, 

The building program was inaugurated in 1982 with construction of a 55,000-square foot indoor practice 
facility. It was followed in 1983 by remodeling and expansion of the administration building and training 
quarters, a project which more than doubled the size of the existing structure. In 1984, as part of a 
renegotiated lease with the City of Green Bay, stadium restroom facilities were remodeled and modernized. 
In 1985, seventy-two private boxes were constructed along the east and west sides of Lambeau Field. In 
1986, a new and more sophisticated scoreboard was installed in ‘Lambeau,’ followed by the addition of an 
improved sound system in 1987. The upgrading process continued in 1989 with the expansion of the 
visitors’ dressing room facilities, including a tunnel leading from the field to the locker room, and remodeling 
of the press box. 

Organizationally, Judge Parins made a major change early in 1987 (January 31), when he named Tom 
Braatz, a former general manager and personnel director of the Atlanta Falcons, to a new position as 
executive vice president of football operations. 

In another historic development, he supervised the creation of the Green Bay Packer Foundation, 
established May 6, 1987, as a vehicle to assure continued contributions from the Packer organization to 
charity. In its first two years, the Foundation has made grants exceeding $71,000 to various institutions and 
programs. 

The veteran jurist had become president and chief executive officer on June 1, 1982, following his 
resignation as a Brown County Circuit Court judge (Branch 2 of the 8th Judicial District). He previously had 
been named principal executive officer at a board of directors’ meeting October 11, 1981. 

At that point only the eighth man to hold the Packer presidency since the corporation was founded in 
1922, he has been a member of the team's official family since May 23, 1966, when elected to the board of 
directors at the annual stockholder's meeting. Judge Parins later was elected vice president of the 
Corporation at a board of directors’ meeting August 1, 1979. 

Born in Green Bay August 23, 1918, he graduated from Green Bay East High School in 1936. He later 
obtained a bachelor of arts degree in political science from the University of Wisconsin-Madison in 1940 
and a law degree, from the same institution, in 1942. 

Upon graduation from law school, he worked for Employers Mutual Insurance Co. in Minneapolis from 
1942 through 1944 before returning to Green Bay, in 1944, to open the practice of law in partnership with the 
late Meyer Cohen. In 1949, he was elected district attorney of Brown County and served one, two-year term. 
Elected a circuit judge in the spring of 1967, he was formally vested Jan. 2, 1968. On the bench, he earneda 
state-wide reputation for the fair, efficient and expeditious disposition of the cases brought before him. 
Although he officially retired in 1982, he continues to serve as a reserve judge. 

Judge Parins and his wife, Elizabeth, have five children and 11 grandchildren. 

An active sportsman, he owns a stable outside Green Bay and regularly works with his horse there. He 
also is an ardent fisherman and shoots a respectable game of golf. 
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TOM BRAATZ 
Executive Vice President 
of Football Operations 


Tom Braatz, one of the leading personnel experts on 
the professional football scene, is a veteran of 25 years’ 
National Football League experience as a front office 
executive, personnel director and talent scout. The 57- 
year-old Wisconsin native is in his fourth year as 
executive vice president of football operations. 

Braatz, who had been a member of the Atlanta 
Falcons’ front office since the club's inception in 1965, 
was named to the newly-created post January 31, 1987 
by Judge Robert J. Parins, then the Packers’ president 
and chief executive officer. 

His appointment represented a homecoming of sorts 
for the Marquette University graduate, who is a native of 
Kenosha, WI. 

In his role, Braatz’ duties include hiring and managing 
of the scouting staff, conducting the college draft in conjunction with the head coach, handling trades and 
waivers, conducting contract negotiations with players and scouts and serving as liaison between football 
operations and the club president. 

While in Atlanta, his principal responsibility was overseeing the draft, although he also had handled most 
of the club’s contract negotiations in the later years of his tenure. In the former role, he was responsible for 
bringing a number of Pro Bow! players to the Falcons, among them William Andrews, Gerald Riggs, Mike 
Kenn, Bill Fralic and Steve Bartkowski. 

Braatz was named general manager of the Falconsin 1982 in an expansion of his duties. He subsequently 
was reassigned as director of college scouting following the 1985 season as the Falcons moved to 
streamline areas of responsibility. Braatz previously had been an area scout when he joined the Atlanta 
organization in 1965 and was appointed director of player personnel in 1969. 

His route to Green Bay, as well as league-wide respect, was somewhat circuitous. He grew up as a 
Packer fan in Kenosha, where he played a major role in his high school's drive to consecutive state football 
championships as a junior and senior. 

Braatz then matriculated at Marquette University in neighboring Milwaukee with the intention of 
becoming a dentist. Fate, however took a hand. “Once | got into football, that was it,” said Tom, who 
captained the Marquette varsity as a senior. 

Following graduation, he entered the Army, rising to the rank of lieutenant before leaving the service. 
Upon returning to civilian life, he signed with the Washington Redskins asa defensive end, later closing out 
his pro career under Tom Landry with the then expansion Dallas Cowboys in their charter 1960 season. 

After his playing days, he worked for the Ithaca Gun Co. as an arms demonstrator while living in Dallas. 

Then, unexpectedly, he ran into Vince Lombardi, an encounter which was to have an indirect but 
profound impact upon his future. 

That was in 1965, when the Packers were playing a pre-season game in Dallas. Rankin Smith, chairman of 
the board of the expansion Falcons, was in town to interview Lombardi for the fledgling team’s first head 
coaching job. A friend of Smith’s asked Braatz to pick up Lombardi at the airport and drive him to his hotel. 
Tom agreed, Smith didn't persuade Lombardi to join the Falcons but he did like Braatz enough to ask him to 
work as a part-time scout. Braatz agreed. 

Twenty-five years later, Braatz is still in personnel, in effect, and still in the NFL. 

“| was just doing the guy a favor, and that's how | started in football,” Tom says with characteristic 
economy of verbiage. 

Braatz and his wife, Jeri, have two sons, Tommy, 27, and Jon, 23. 
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LEE REMMEL 
Executive Director of Public Relations 


Lee Remmel has been a member of the Packer front office for 16 
years, serving as director of public relations in 1974 and from 1980 
through 1988, and as director of publicity from 1975 through 1979. 

He was named executive director of public relations in March of 
1989 by Robert Harlan, then executive vice president of administra- 
tion, with responsibility for overseeing the public relations and 
marketing and community relations areas. 

Prior to joining the Packer organization on March 24, 1974, Remmel 
was a sportswriter and columnist for the Green Bay Press-Gazette for 
29% years. 

In the course of his two “careers,” he has been involved in staffing 
all 24 Super Bowls played to date, the first eight representing the 
Press-Gazette and the last 16 as a member of the National Football 
League's auxiliary media relations staff. 

Remmel also is currently a member of the NFL public relations directors’ Professional Football Writers 
Association Liaison Committee, following long service as a member of the statistics committee. 

While at the Press-Gazette, he was the only sports writer in Wisconsin to have been directly involved in 
coverage of the Packers throughout all of the team's coaching regimes to that point, beginning with Packer 
founder E. L. “Curly” Lambeau and continuing until the naming of Bart Starr in 1975. 

In 1967, he was voted “Wisconsin Sportswriter of the Year.” He also is a past president of the former 
Wisconsin Pro Football Writers’ Association. 

Remmel,a native of Shawano, WI, where he began his career as the sports editor of a weekly newspaper 
while a Shawano High School freshman, is a member of the executive committee of the Brown County Civic 
Music Association, along with his wife, Noreen, as well as of the executive board of the Packer 65 Roses 
Club. He also is a member of the St. Norbert College Fine Arts Committee, the Green Bay School/Business/ 
Industry Partnership Council and the board of directors of the Green Bay Packer Hall of Fame.

LINDY INFANTE 
Head Coach 


Lindy Infante, in only his second year as Green Bay's 
head coach, gave Packer fans a long-awaited taste of 
success in 1989 and high hopes for the future, engineer- 
ing one of the most remarkable turnabouts in the team's 
71-year history. 

Infante, who had seen his first Packer team struggle to 
a 4-and-12 record and a fifth place finish a year earlier, 
maneuvered the Green and Gold to a 10-6 mark — their 
best in 17 years — and within tantalizing reach of the 
National Football League playoffs, a goal which eluded 
them only when Minnesota defeated Cincinnati in the 
final game of the season. 

In the wake of that quantum leap, which saw the 
Packers equal a club record for won-lost improvement 
from one season to the next with a 6-victory climb from 
'88 to ‘89 — and set an NFL mark with four one-point victories — the 50-year-old Floridian was accorded 
consensus recognition as the league's “Coach of the Year.” Named by virtually every news service, major 
publication or organization which makes such selections, he was chosen for NFL honors by the Associated 
Press, The Sporting News, Washington Touchdown Club, Columbus (Ohio) Touchdown Club and Football 
Digest, and for NFC recognition by United Press International, the Pro Football Writers of America, Football 
News, College and Pro Football Newsweekly and Committee of 101. 

Itwas only the third timein the Packers’ long history that they have improved as much as six games in one 
season. 

With his unfailingly positive approach and consistent, on-course leadership — coupled with his highly 
regarded offensive expertise — Infante clearly was the catalyst in their surge to contender status, a 
development triggered by his sophisticated “Pass to Daylight” attack, which finished a lofty sixth in the 
NFL's overall statistical rankings and mounted the second most productive offense in Packer history. 
Ironically, if 1990's newly-implemented playoff formula had been in effect last season — there now will be 
three wild card qualifiers instead of two in each conference of the NFL — Infante and his Packers would 
have been the NFC's third wild card entry, putting Green Bay in the playoffs for the first time since 1982. 

Off the field, Infante already had captured the hearts and won the respect of Packer fans in 1988, his first 
year as Green Bay's head coach, endearing himselfto the faithful with his candor, warmth and wit during a 
trying shakedown cruise which had seen the Packers lose their first five games and 12 of their first 14. 

Steadfastly maintaining an upbeat approach through the dark days, he then saw his labors begin to bear 
fruitin the late stages of the season, which the Packers closed out with two consecutive victories, upsetting 
the playoff-bound Vikings and then invading Phoenix to dispatch the Cardinals. 

Now, understandably buoyed by 1989's 10-6 success, he is optimistic about the chances of making the 
playoffs in 1990. “I'm confident,” he has said, “that we can take the next step .... | think that if we ever want to 
be the National Football League champion, we have to take the next step, we have to get into the playoffs.” 

This season marking his 26th year in coaching, Infante long since has earned league-wide reputation as 
one of pro football's leading innovators and a consistent identification with success. Bill Walsh, celebrated 
as an expert on offensive football himself after directing the 49ers to three Super Bowl victories, rates the 
Packer coach as the premier offensive “mind” in the game today. 

The personable Miami, FL., native previously played major roles with two winning NFL programs in the 
‘80s — first with the Cincinnati Bengals in their surprising surge to Super Bowl XVI in 1981, and more 
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recently with the Cleveland Browns, who won more games (22) than any other team in the American Football 
Conference over the 1986 and '87 seasons with Infante as their offensive coordinator. 

Infante, who began developing his highly productive offensive system while at Cincinnati from 1980 
through 1982, became the tenth head coach in Packer history when he signed a five-year contract on 
February 3, 1988, succeeding Forrest Gregg. 

More recently — on January 16, 1990, with three years still remaining on the original agreement, President 
Robert E. Harlan extended Infante's contract through the 1994 season, the pact including salary increases 
in 1993 and ‘94. 

“| think as Lindy has more success, his name is going to come up more often (for other NFL coaching 
jobs),” Harlan said in announcing the extension. “He's signed for five years, and | want to keep him here.” 

In the process, the Packers’ chief executive officer praised Infante and his wife, Stephanie, for bringing 
“class and dignity" to the franchise. He also cited Infante for his awareness of public relations in addition to 
his role in the Packers’ surprising turnabout in 1989, adding, “I think it's a great fit. We've got a chance to 
have some great success and we didn't want to lose that.” 

Now in his 13th year in the professional ranks, Infante first made a league-wide impact with his offensive 
approach during his second year with the Bengals (1981), when he was the team's quarterback/ receivers 
coach. Cincinnati set team records for passing yards (3,999) and total yards (5,968) that season en route toa 
12-4 record and their Super Bow! XVI appearance against the 49ers. A year later, in the strike-shortened 
1982 season, the Bengals finished with a 7-2 mark with Infante as offensive coordinator. 

A similar pattern of success emerged during his two seasons at Cleveland. In 1986, his first year as 
offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach, the Browns won more games than any team in the club's history 
(13), produced the best regular season record in the AFC (12-4), scored the fourth-most points in team 
history (391), set 15 Browns' offensive playoff records and eight NFL offensive playoff records, came within 
37 seconds of playing in the Super Bowl, and improved their offensive rating from 21st to 9th in the NFL. 

In 1987, the Browns continued to mount a high-powered offense under Infante, rolling up 390 points 
—only one fewer than in 1986, in one less game — as they reached the AFC championship game for the 
second year ina row. Those 390 points represented an AFC best and ranked third in the league as a whole 
behind San Francisco and New Orleans. 

In the process, the Browns demonstrated an impressive ratio of scoreboard success, scoring on 46 of 54 
possessions inside the opponents’ 20-yard line. Significantly, they also exhibited remarkable balance, 
passing 482 times and rushing 474 times while finishing third in the AFC and fifth in the league in passing. 

In that two-year span, Infante also was credited with helping Bernie Kosar develop into one of the NFL's 
premier passers and field generals. 

Since arriving upon the Packer scene, Infante also has implemented his “spread the ball around" 
offensive philosophy with impressive effect in Green Bay. In 1988, no fewer than eight Packers closed out 
the season with 20 or more receptions, and in ‘89, his second season on Lombardi Avenue, six players 
caught 20 or more passes as the Green and Gold amassed 5,780 yards of offense, second highest total in 
Packer annals. Along the way, the Packers established new team records for first downs (342) and pass 
completions (354) in a season. 

The Packers’ scholarly field leader describes his offense as “a multiple approach ... We kind of pride 
ourselves as a reaction-type offense. It's not one that tries to cram a round peg into a square hole. We're 
going to be willing to take, and you've heard itsaid, the standard cliche is to take what the defensive gives up, 
or where the defense is weakest maybe is a better way to approach it. 

“We spread the field out as best we can; we make people cover as much of the field that's left, try to get 
everybody in the act. Weare not going to be a one-dimensional football team, where one guy or two players 
on our offense are the guys you have to stop to be successful against us. We hope to keep the defense 
guessing from down to down as to who's going to get the ball and where it's going.” 

Infante, who has coachedat every level over his 26-year career — high school, college and professional 
— is in his second head coaching venture in the pro ranks. He previously was head coach of the 
Jacksonville Bulls of the United states Football League in 1984-85, compiling a 15-21 record. 

The tautly trim Miamian, who had joined the Browns following the demise of the USFL, launched his pro 
coaching career with the Charlotte Hornets of the World Football League in 1975 before moving into the NFL 
with the New York Giants in 1977. He later joined the Bengals under Forrest Gregg in 1980, remaining win 
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Cincinnati until 1983, when he became head coach at Jacksonville. 

Infante began his coaching career in his hometown, Miami, joining the staff of Miami Senior High School 
in 1965 — two years after graduating from the University of Florida, where he was a second team, 
All-Southeastern Conference selection as a running back/ defensive back and also a team captain, 

A year later, he returned to the U. of Florida as freshman coach and then coached the Gators’ defensive 
backs from 1967 through 1971 before going to Memphis State as offensive coordinator in 1972. He 
subsequently joined the WFL's Hornets in '75. After the WFL expired, he became offensive coordinator at 
Tulane in 1976, then returned to the pro ranks with the New York Giants in 1977. After coaching the Giants’ 
receivers for two seasons, Infante returned to Tulane as offensive coordinator for one season, then joined 
the Bengals in 1980. 

Before entering the coaching profession, Infante briefly tried his hand at playing pro football. A 12th round 
draft selection of the Cleveland Browns and an 11th round choice of the American Football League's Buffalo 
Bills, he elected to sign with Buffalo and was released before the season started. He later signed with the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats of the Canadian Football League and played in one game during a four-week stay, 
gaining 12 yards in three ball-carrying attempts. 

Of Italian descent, Infante was born Gelindo Infante in Miami May 27, 1940. He is the third head coach of 
Italian extraction in Packer history, following Gene Ronzani (1950-53) and Vince Lombardi (1959-67). 

Lindy and his wife, Stephanie, have two sons, Brett, 19, who is in his sophomore year at the University of 
Wisconsin-Green Bay, and Brad, 18, a star running back at Green Bay's Southwest High School the past two 
years who now is a freshman at the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater and a varsity football candidate. 

Although he has been in Green Bay little more than two years, Infante already has earned a wide and 
impressive reputation as a witty and entertaining speaker, gained in large part during appearances at 
numerous fund-raising events around the state of Wisconsin, to which he has given freely of his time and 
talents. One of them, the annual Lindy Infante Celebrity Invitational Golf Classic, raised more than $57,000 in 
its first two years for the Packer 65 Roses Club of the Wisconsin Chapter of the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, 
and another, a “Lindy Infante Roast,” produced in excess of $20,000 for the Special Olympics. Mrs. Infante 
also is deeply involved in civic and charitable activities, serving as spokesperson for both the Children's 
Hospital of Wisconsin and Our Lady of Charity Center in Green Bay as well as chairperson for food drives for 
the needy and other community projects.

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HANK BULLOUGH 
Defensive Coordinator 


Shrewd, innovative and resourceful, Hank Bullough is recognized 
throughout the National Football League for his considerable 
knowledge of defensive football. 

Long known as the “Doctor of Defense,” he has repeatedly 
documented his right to thatimposing title. In 1988, for example, in his 
first year as Green Bay's defensive coordinator, Bullough quickly put 
his personal stamp upon his unit. Taking over a Packer defense which 
had finished 14th in the 28-team NFL in 1987, Hank molded the 
Packer platoon into one of the league's most effective defenses —so 
effective that it climbed all the way to seventh place in the final league 
os highest finish the Packers have had in this category since 
1974, 

The voluble Michigan State alumnus achieved this salutary improve- 
ment by employing a hostof variations off his basic 3-4 alignment ("I like to give our opponents something to 
think about during the week when they're preparing for us") and preaching an “attack” philosophy. 

ola complicated his task in 1989 when three starters — right end Shawn Patterson, left cornerback 
Mark Lee and free safety Chuck Cecil — were lost for extensive periods, Patterson for the last 10 weeks of 
the season, but he still managed to forge a defense which played a dominant role in the Packers’ surge to 
five victories in their last six games and a 10-6 record, their best since 1972. 

To those conversant with Bullough’s a accomplishments, these achievements came as no 
surprise, At Cincinnati, for prime example, he transformed a Bengal defense which had finished dead last in 
1980 into the fourth-ranked unit in the league en route to Super Bow! XVI in 1981. And two years later, he 
elevated the Cincinnati group to the league's No. 1 ranking before joining the Packer coaching staff for the 
first time in 1984, 

Bullough earlier had spent seven seasons with New England, two of them as assistant head coach and 
defensive coordinator, and helped develop the Patriot defense into one of the league's finest. 

A native of Scranton, PA., he was named to the Packer staff — for the second time — by Head Coach Lindy 
Infante on February 10, 1988. He and Infante earlier had been fellow members of the Cincinnati coaching 
staff for three yeu (1980-82). 

Oncea Packer player, Bullough thus returned to Green Bay fora third tour of duty, He previously had been 
named defensive coordinator by Forrest Gregg when the latter took over as Packers’ head coach in 1984. 
Hank later resigned in May of '84 to become head coach of the Pittsburgh Maulers of the United States 
Football League. With only four games left in the Mauler season at that point, Bullough decided to wait until 
1985 before taking the reins, on the see the Mauler franchise dissolve before he put on a headset. 

Bullough subsequently joined Kay Stephenson's Buffalo staff and later was named head coach of the Bills 
on October 1, 1985, remaining in that capacity through November 3, 1986. He compiled a 4-17-0 recordin 21 
games, including a 2-10 mark in 1985 and a 2-7 record in 1986 before being replaced by Marv Levy. 

As a collegian, the colorful Pennsylvanian won three varsity football letters at qed State and was 
drafted by the Packers in the fifth round in 1955. Following his rookie season, his playing career was 
interrupted by two years in military service. He returned to the Packers in 1958 before leaving to enter the 
coaching ranks at Michigan State under the late Duffy Daugherty in 1959. 

While coaching at his alma mater, Bullough worked with four MSU teams that placed in the wire service 
polls’ collegiate top ten, including the 10-1 team of 1965 that was ranked number one by UPI after winning 
the Big Ten championship. 

Bullough left MSU in 1970 to join the Colts as linebacker coach, serving in Baltimore for three seasons. As 
arookie assistant coach, he was part of a Super Bow! championship team in 1970 on the staff of the late Don 
McCafferty, helping the Colts to an 11-2-1 be ed season record which was later climaxed by a 16-13 
victory over the Dallas Cowboys in Super Bowl V. 

In addition to his role as defensive coordinator, Bullough coaches the Packers’ interior linebackers. 
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Hank and his wife, LouAnn, have three children — a daughter, Cheryl, and two sons, Shane and Chuck, 
the latter currently a starting linebacker at Michigan State.

GREG BLACHE 
Defensive Line Coach 


Greg Blache found his vocation quite by chance — when the 
football fates intervened to make a career decision for him at an early 
age. The Packers’ 41-year-old defensive line coach entered the 
coaching profession unexpectedly when a lower leg injury suffered in 
freshman football at Notre Dame abruptly ended his playing career. 

The catalyst was the legendary Ara Parseghian, under whom Greg 
became a student assistant coach as a sophomore, tutoring Notre 
Dame's freshman defensive backfield for the next three seasons. 

Blache subsequently remained on Parseghian’s staffas a graduate 
assistant following graduation and later was named to the Fighting 
Irish staff as a full-time aide in 1973. He continued in that capacity 
under new head coach Dan Devine in 1975 before moving a year later 
to Tulane where he first encountered Packer Head Coach Lindy 
Infante, then on the Green Wave staff. 

Greg returned to Notre Dame in 1981, serving as running back 
coach that season before taking over the defensive line and linebackers in 1982. Two years later, he joined 
Infante's Jacksonville Bulls staff. Following the USFL’s demise, Blache coached at Southern University in 
1986 and at Kansas in 1987. He had just moved to the University of North Carolina early in 1988 when Infante 
invited him to join the Packer staff (February 15). 

An ardenthunter and fisherman, Greg was born March 9, 1949. He is married (Bernardine) and the father 
of three children — Greg, Jr., 20, a senior at Notre Dame; Christopher, 14, whois a high school sophomore; 
and Corinne, 13, in the eighth grade.

JOE CLARK 
Assistant Offensive Line Coach 


Joseph B. “Joe” Clark, a resident expert on Lindy Infante's 
renowned offense, takes on a new assignment this season as 
assistant offensive line coach. 

General offensive assistantin his first two years on the Packer staff, 
the genial Californian will assist Offensive Line Coach Charlie Davis 
in tutoring the offensive line. 

Clark, who can call upon three decades of coaching experience, 
has had a long professional association with Infante. Prior to joining 
the Green Bay coaching staff in 1988, he had assisted the Packers’ 
head coach in both the college and pro ranks — at Memphis State 
(1974) and with the Charlotte Hornets of the World Football League in 
1975 and the Jacksonville Bulls of the United States Football League 
in 1984-85, 
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The 57-year-old veteran, now in his 35th year in the coaching profession, has coached at every level over 
his extensive career. He launched his coaching career at Wooster College in Ohio in 1958 after spending 
“about an hour anda half with the Cleveland Browns,” as he whimsically putsit. In the college ranks, he also 
has coached at the University of Detroit, Tulane University, Nicholls State University, Southeastern 
Louisiana University and Southern University, in addition to Memphis State and, in the prep ranks, at Loyola 
High School in his native Los Angeles, Northside High School in Lafayette, LA., and at East Ascension High 
School in Gonzales, LA. He resigned at Southern University prior to the 1987 season over philosophical 
differences. 

Clark, who says he has been “a disciple of Lindy’s for years," was an All-American quarterback in high 
school at Inglewood, CA. He later played the same position for two varsity seasons at Santa Clara, which 
dropped football following his junior year. Joe subsequently spenttwo years in military service at Fort Lewis, 
WA,., in 1955-56, earning all-service honors in his second year. 

Abrief stay with Cleveland followed that stintand Clark says it had a profound effect upon hislife. “Being 
around Coach (Paul) Brownat the time made me wantto get into coaching,’ he says, “and he helped me get 
my first couple of coaching jobs.” 

Clark, born December 22, 1932, is married (Sam), the fond possessor of four registered Persian cats.

CHARLIE DAVIS 
Offensive Line Coach 


An energetic and persuasive perfectionist, Charlie Davis saw his 
demanding approach to precise execution by Packer offensive 
linemen pay impressive dividends in 1989. The effective protection 
they provided quarterback Don Majkowski, coupled with consistently 
solid blocking for the run, enabled the Green and Gold to amass the 
imposing total of 5,780 yards on offense, the second highest total in 
the team's 69-year National Football League history. 

The 45-year-old San Diegan has been labeled “one of the most 
overlooked factors” in the Packers’ offensive success by veteran 
tackle Ken Ruettgers, who says, “Going beyond the X's and O’s and 
the techniques, | think he’s a great motivator.” 

In his third season on the Green Bay staff, the wiry taskmaster has 
hada long standing association with Head Coach Lindy Infante. Davis 
previously coached with Infante at Tulane, was a member of Lindy's staff when the Packers ' field leader was 
head coach of the Jacksonville Bulls of the United States Football League in 1984-85 and later a member of 
the Cleveland Browns’ offensive coaching staff headed by Infante as coordinator in 1986-87. He served as 
tight end coach on the Cleveland staff, a responsibility in which he tutored the redoubtable Ozzie Newsome, 
pro football's all-time leading receiver among tight ends. 

A three-year letterman in football at UCLA, he began his coaching career there as a graduate assistant in 
1966. Davis went on to gain his master's degree at San Francisco State, joining the university's coaching 
staff at the same time in 1967. He moved to Xavier University in Cincinnati in 1971, then to Ball State in 1974, 
helping the latter to a 9-2 record in 1975. 

In 1976, Charlie moved to Tulane, joining Infante on the Green Wave's coaching staff. When Infante left to 
sign on with the New York Giants in 1977, Davis became Tulane's offensive coordinator. He remained onthe 
staff through 1980, helping Tulane reach the Liberty Bow! in 1979, the year Infante returned to the Green 
Wave staff, and the Hall of Fame Bowl in '80. 

Davis left football at the age of 36 after not reaching his personal objective — becoming a head coach 
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—and went into the oil business in New Orleans for three years, but Infante persuaded him to return to the 
game when Lindy became head coach at Jacksonville in 1984. 

Though undersized by today's standards, Davis played linebacker at Kearney High School while growing 
up in the San Diego area, then continued in that position at San Diego City College in 1961, and later at 
UCLA, where he lettered three years. 

Charlie, who joined the Packer staff on February 16, 1988, was born in San Diego August 7, 1944. A 
physical fitness devotee, he lists golf, jogging, skiing and reading as his favorite pastimes.

WAYNE “BUDDY” GEIS 
Receivers Coach 


Wayne “Buddy” Geis, the Packers’ ebullient and painstaking 
receivers coach, enters the 1990 season with a new and impressive 
claim to coaching fame. Under his patient and meticulous tutelage, 
second year wide-out Sterling Sharpe developed into a record- 
breaking receiver in 1989, becoming the first Packer to lead the 
National Football League in 45 years — since the fabled Don Hutson 
turned the trick in 1945, 

Sharpe's 90 receptions — 35 more than he garnered as a rookie in 
1988 — broke a Hutson record which had stood since 1942, and his 
1,423 yards eclipsed the single season mark of 1,361 set by James 
Lofton in 1984. 

Geis, a 43-year-old native of Altoona, PA., moved into the coaching 
ranks immediately following graduation from Lock Haven University in the Keystone State. He returned to 
his prep alma mater, Altoona High School, at that point to launch his career, which is now in its 21st year. 

Buddy earlier had earneda football scholarship to Northern Arizona University after graduating from high 
school. There he played wide receiver and started several games his freshman year. After one season at 
NAU, he transferred to Lock Haven U. and earned a degree in health and physical education. 

Following four years of coaching at Altoona, Buddy joined the University of Arizona staff under Jim Young 
in 1973. In 1977, he moved to Tulane under Larry Smith, now head coach at USC. At Tulane he met Lindy 
Infante when the latter was returning to the Green Wave staff in 1979. Infante left following that season to join 
the National Football League's Cincinnati Bengals, while Geis continued on the Tulane staff through the 
1982 season, helping the Wave gain the Liberty Bowl in '79 and the Hall of Fame Bow! in '80. 

Geis subsequently left Tulane in December of 1982 to become offensive coordinator at the University of 
Kansas, but before the 1983 season began, received a call from Infante to become receivers coach on his 
new Jacksonville Bulls staffin the United States Football League. After the USFL’s demise following the 1985 
season, Buddy moved to Memphis State where he coached the quarterbacks in addition to serving as 
offensive coordinator. 

Geis, named to the Packer staff by Infante February 15, 1988, polished the talents of Gary Clark while with 
Jacksonville. Clark, who since has become an all-pro wide receiver with the Washington Redskins, has 
credited Geis with accelerating his development. 

Atennis devotee, Buddy was born September 16, 1946. He is married (Jere) and the father of two children, 
a son, Adam, 15, and a daughter, Jeni, 11.

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DICK JAURON 
Defensive Backfield Coach 


Dick Jauron continued to build an impressive dossier during the 
1989 season, his fourth as the Packers’ defensive backfield coach. 
Under his scholarly tutelage, Green Bay's secondary permitted only 
four 100-yard receiving days — or an average of just one for every 
four games — and two of those wentto the redoubtable Jerry Rice and 
Anthony Carter, respectively. 

An impressive performance in light of the fact that two starters— 
free safety Chuck Cecil and left cornerback Mark Lee — missed 
extensive playing time because of injury. Cecil sat out the first seven 
games because of a nagging hamstring problem and Lee missed the 
first four games. 

Ayear earlier, Jauron’s secondary was even more miserly, emerg- 
ing as the only outfield in the NFL not to permit a 100-yard day by an opposing receiver. 

And the year before that, the perceptive Yale alumnus produced a defensive backfield which ranked 
among the league's elite in another major category — preventing “the bomb." It gave up only 14 touchdown 
passes, a season-long performance which ranked second only to that of the San Francisco 49ers, who 
permitted a league-leading 13 in 1987. 

In 1986, Jauron's first full year of coaching, his secondary forged a major increase in interceptions over 
the previous season, picking off 20 passes compared to 15 in 1985 — a production achieved despite the loss 
of two starters — strong safety Mark Murphy, who missed the entire season because of a foot problem, and 
cornerback Tim Lewis, who suffered a career-ending neck injury in the third game of the season against the 
Chicago Bears. 

Jauron, retained by Lindy Infante after he replaced Forrest Gregg as the Packers’ head coach in February 
of 1988, originally was named to the Packer staff by Gregg on January 7, 1986, to succeed Ken Riley. Dick 
had begun his coaching career in 1985 as a member of the Buffalo Bills’ staff under Hank Bullough, now the 
Packers’ defensive coordinator. 

The Peoria, IL., native, who left the business fieldin Winter Park, FL., tojoin the Bills, earlier had played for 
Gregg in 1980, the latter's first year as head coach at Cincinnati. Suffering a knee injury that season which 
ended his playing career, Jauron subsequently assisted the Bengal coaching staff during Cincinnati's 1981 
Super Bow! season while spending the year on injured reserve. Gregg later offered Dick a coaching job the 
following season but he decided to go into business at that point. 

The 39-year-old Jauron, who still ranks as one of Yale's all-time football greats, entered professional 
football in 1973 asa fourth round selection of the Detroit Lions and was named to the Pro Bowl following the 
1974 season, his second in the NFL. Released by the Lions August 23, 1978, he signed with Cincinnati six 
days later and was a Bengal starter until he suffered the knee injury in Game 10 of the '80 season. 

Jauron made 26 interceptions over his eight pro seasons, including a career-high six for Cincinnati in 
1979, and returned two of them for touchdowns. He also recovered 14 fumbles overall. Employed as a kick 
returner in the early years of his NFL career, he posted a 10.2-yard average for 44 punt returns, including an 
impressive 16.8-yard average for 17 runbacks in 1974. 

After retiring as a player, he owned a health fitness center in Cincinnati with teammate Jimmy Corbett. He 
sold his interest in the business in 1983 and moved to Florida, where he was employed by Nautilus until he 
joined the Buffalo coaching staff in July of 1985. 

Born Richard Manual Jauron in Peoria, IL., on Oct. 7, 1950, he was a nine-letter winner at Swampscott, 
MA., High School (three each in football, basketball and baseball) before going on to entrench himself 
among Yale's all-time football elite. An offensive back as a collegian, he still owns Yale's career rushing 
record (2,947 yards in 515 attempts, a 5.7-yard average), and holds the second longest run from scrimmage 
in the school's history (an 87-yard maneuver against Columbia in 1972). A three-letter winner, he was 
named to the Kodak and Walter Camp All-America teams following his senior year and was chosen to play 
in the East-West Shrine game.

VIRGIL KNIGHT 
Tight Ends/Strength/Conditioning 


Virgil Knight, marking his 20th year as a coach, isa man of multiple 
responsibilities. The 42-year-old Arkansan coaches the Packers’ 
tight ends in addition to supervising both the strength and condition- 
ing programs. 

A Packer pioneer in the latter role, Knight became the first strength 
and conditioning coach in the team’s history in 1984. The nine year 
coaching veteran of the college ranks was named to the Green Bay 
staff by Forrest Gregg, then assembling his board of strategy as the 
Packers’ ninth head coach. 

Knight, previously a position coach, brought five years’ experience 
as a strength coach to his Green Bay role. He first assumed those 
duties in 1979 when he moved from Arkansas Tech to the University of 
Florida. He left Florida in 1981 to become a member of Coach Pat 
Dye’s staff at Auburn, spending three years at the Alabama institution before joining the Packer 
organization. 

The Clarksville, AR., native was retained by Lindy Infante when he took over as Green Bay's head coach in 
1988 and assigned to coach the tight ends in addition to coordinating the strength and conditioning 
programs. 

Born January 30, 1948, Knight began his coaching career in 1971 at Sylvan Hills High School in North 
Little Rock, AR. After one year there and three years at Marist High School in Atlanta, GA., he moved into the 
college ranks at Arkansas Tech, where he coached the defensive line and linebackers for four years and 
also was head track coach. 

Asan athlete himself, Virgil won all-state honors in football, was an all-district selection in basketball and 
three-year track letterman in high school, in his native Clarksville. He later attended Northeast Oklahoma 
State University, where he was named to the All-Oklahoma College Athletic Conference team in both his 
junior and senior years, and also competed in track, in which he set a school record in the hurdles. 

Virgil and his wife, Becky, a school teacher in the Green Bay system, have two sons, Trent, 16, and Josh, 9.

Outside Linebackers 


Surprisingly enough, it was not Dick Moseley’s original mission in 
life to become a football coach. Moseley, a graduate of Detroit's 
Central High School, earned a physical education degree at Eastern 
Michigan University in 1956 and then spent two years pursuing a 
career in professional baseball. After two summers in the Dodger 
organization, which saw him reach the Class A level at Elmira, N.Y., he 
decided to switch his focus to football. 

Dick, who has coached in three professional leagues (the NFL, 
USFL and Arena), launched his coaching career at Hazel Park, MI., 
High School. He later coached at Mount Clemens, Wyandotte and 
Flint, MI., before entering the college ranks at his alma mater, Eastern 
Michigan, in 1968 as defensive backfield coach. He was an immediate 
success, his secondary proceeding to lead the nation in pass 
interceptions in his first year there with 29. 

Dick went on to become defensive coordinator at Wichita State in 1971 before moving to the University of 
Minnesota in the same capacity in 1972. Under his direction, the Gopher defense seta record for takeaways 
in a season in 1973 (38) and later established another Big Ten mark by permitting no touchdown passes 
during the 1975 season. 

Dick joined the University of Colorado staff in 1979 and later entered the pro ranks with the New Jersey 
Generals ofthe USFL in 1982. He joined the USFL's Pittsburgh Maulers the following year, then moved to the 
NFL and Buffalo Bills before signing on with the Arena League's Chicago Bruisers in 1987. He became the 
Packers’ outside linebacker coach in February of 1988, joining Lindy Infante’s new coaching staff. 

Moseley has two sons, Michael and Thomas. Helists outdoor sports and travel as his favorite diversions.

Genial Willie Peete, the patient and paternal coach of the Packers’ 
offensive backfield, has had extensive coaching experience at every 
level — high school, college and professional — during a career now 
in its 28th year. 

Willie, a former University of Arizona athlete and coach, served as 
offensive backfield coach of the Kansas City Chiefs for four years 
before being named to Green Bay's staff by then Head Coach Forrest 
Gregg on February 13, 1987. 

The 53-year-old Peete, a native of Mesa, AZ., earlier had been an 
assistant coach at the University of Arizona for 12 years prior to 
joining the Kansas City organization in 1983 as an original member of 
John Mackovic's staff. Peete, described as a “quality coach” by 
Gregg in making the appointment, launched his coaching career at 
his alma mater, the University of Arizona, as a graduate assistant while completing his degree in physical 
education. He returned to his hometown, Mesa, upon graduation and became an assistant coach in both 
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football and track at Mesa High School. He subsequently moved to a new high school, Westwood, where he 
served as an assistant in football and then as junior varsity basketball coach for seven years, a period during 
which he earned his master’s degree in secondary education from Arizona State. 

Willie later returned to the University of Arizona in 1971, joining the coaching staff on a full-time basis and 
staying on until he signed on with the Chiefs prior to the 1983 NFL season. 

Atalented, all-around athlete, Peete won four varsity letters in football at the University of Arizona, where 
he played fullback. He earlier had earned nine letters—three each in football, basketball and baseball—in a 
three-year high school program at Mesa. 

Willie and his wife, Edna, have two sons who also have excelled in football—Willie, Jr. (Skip), a varsity 
wide receiver as a collegian at Kansas who had tryouts with the New York Jets in both 1986 and 1987 before 
joining the University of Pittsburgh coaching staff in 1988, and Rodney, a talented quarterback who was 
drafted by the Detroit Lions in 1989 and twice played against his father's Packers last season.

Howard “Tip” Tippett, who coordinates the operations of all Packer 
special teams, is a coaching veteran in the fullest sense of the term. 
He not only has coached in two professional leagues but on both 
coasts as well as in “America’s heartland” at the college level. 

Tippett's substantial biography includes ten seasons in the pro 
ranks and 12 years as a defensive coordinator in college football. 

A graduate of East Tennessee State University in 1959, the genial 
Tallassee, AL., native began his coaching career that year at Lafayette 
High School in Lexington, KY. He moved into the college ranks at 
Tulane in 1963, and later to the Universities of Houston, West Virginia, 
Wake Forest and Mississippi State before venturing into pro football 
with the Jacksonville Express of the World Football League. 

After the WFL expired in 1975, Tip joined the Washington State staff. 
He subsequently moved to the University of Oregon in 1977, then to Mississippi State for a second time in 
1979, and to UCLA in 1980. 

Following the latter assignment, Tippett became linebacker/ special teams coach at Tampa Bay in 1981, 
highlighting a four-year stint under John McKay by coaching the linebackers and special teams for the 
National Football Conference squad in the 1982 Pro Bowl. He retained those responsibilities under Leeman 
Bennett for two additional years (1985-86) after the latter succeeded McKay. Tippett then joined the 
University of Illinois staff as defensive coordinator before coming to the Packers in 1988.

_ PRO: A highly perseverant performer who has overcome a host of 
injuty problems during his nine-year pro career, Keith Uecker essays 
another comeback in 1990... The dogged and dedicated Auburn product 
returns after spending the 1989 season on injured reserve in the wake of 
surgery to fuse bones in his neck ... The latter came on the heels of 
another disappointment for Uecker — a 30-day suspension for steroid 
use, a development which occurred when Uecker was holding forth as the 
Packers’ starter at right tackle ... The 30-year-old veteran, who can play 
both guard and tackle, has been listed behind incumbent offensive captain Ron Hallstrom at right guard on 
the '90 depth chart ... Uecker had appeared to have put his injury problems behind him in 1988 when he 
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reached a personal milestone, starting every one of 16 regular season games for the first time in his career...

... Davis also will tell you that true grit is not Uecker's only asset. “Keith also is very intelligent, with good 
strength and good techniques," says his position coach, adding in admiration, "He's one of the real tough 
guys —rugged” ... Uecker has needed to be “rugged” to survive the physical problems he has encountered 
along the way ... During the 1985 season alone, he underwent five surgeries on his left knee and while 
rehabilitating the knee after the first operation, decided it would be an opportune time to have repair of his 
achilles tendon, which had hampered him throughout his career ... Just moments before that surgery, 
doctors decided to x-ray his lung area because he complained of pain and soreness. Pericarditis, a serious 
heart condition which could have caused major health problems for Uecker if he had been placed under 
anesthesia, was detected. Later, after several weeks of total inactivity setts the achilles surgery, he 
discovered he was unable to extend his surgical knee without excruciating pain. More surgery was required 
and four subsequent operations sidelined him for the 1986 season ... One not easily turned aside, Uecker 
returned for the 1987 training camp and regained starting status, finally realizing the goal of all those 
rehabilitation efforts. “It's as much a dream as a job,” he explained. “It’s hard to let a dream go” ... In 
recognition of his latest comeback, Uecker was honored as Green Bay's 1987 selection for the Ed Block 
Courage Award, which salutes one player from each of the 28 NFL teams annually for exemplifying courage 
as seen through the eyes of teammates ... Ironically, that “comeback” season did not pass without further 
injury ... Uecker started two pre-strike games and the final replacement contest, then stretched the medial 
collateral ligament in his right knee in the first post-strike game (vs. the Lions, Oct. 25, 1987) and sat out the 
next five games ...

They begin 1990 action with an all-time winning percentage of .573 for their 71 seasons, based on 663 
victories compared to 489 losses and 47 ties in the 1,199 games they have played to date. 

Only two other teams in professional football, the Chicago Bears and Phoenix (formerly Chicago and St. 


Louis) Cardinals, have played more than 1,000 games.

‘Lambeau’ Has a New Look 


Green Bay's legendary Lambeau Field, builtin 1957 with a capacity of 32,150, has a new look for the 
1990 season. With the completion of an $8,263,000 construction project, which has added 36 private 
boxes and 1,920 club seats, the 33-year-old structure has taken on a “horseshoe” appearance. The 
additions have increased the number of private boxes to 108 — 42 on the west side and 66 on the east 
side — and the stadium's capacity to 59,543. 

The theatre-style club seats, a “first” for Lambeau Field, are installed in the south end zone on either 
side of the scoreboard. They are enclosed and the area is heated and air conditioned. Italso is equipped 
with elevators, concession stands and restrooms. 

The latest project marked the sixth major addition to the stadium, all of them underwritten by the 
Green Bay Packers, Inc. The previous additions increased stadium capacity to 38,669 in 1961, 42,327 in 
1963, 50,861 in 1965, 56,155 in 1970 and 57,113 in 1985, the year the first private boxes were 
constructed. 

The cost of the original construction, when the stadium was built in 1957, was $960,000, shared 
equally by the Packer Corporation and the City of Green Bay. Financed by means of a bond issue, it 
received voter approval in a referendum conducted April 3, 1956. 

The stadium was dedicated as City Stadium on September 29, 1957. It later was renamed Lambeau 
Field in 1965, following the death of the late E. L. “Curly,” Lambeau, founder and first coach of the 
Packers. 

Lambeau Field now is wholly owned by the City of Green Bay, retirement of the original $960,000 
indebtedness having been celebrated at a mortgage-burning ceremony in May of 1978. 

With the completion of the new additions in July, the Packers have spent more than $20 million on 
improvements to Lambeau Field and the Packer administration building and training quarters over the 
past decade.

In one of the most dramatic finishes in the team’s history, Don Majkowski fires 14-yard strike to Sterling Sharpe in 
the heart of the end zone for tying touchdown with only 32 seconds to play and Chris Jacke kicks decisive extra 
int for 14-13 victory over the Bears. The play is first negated by the officials, ruling Majkowski's throw had come 
rom beyond the line of scrimmage, but instant replay official subsequently reverses the call and rules it a 
touchdown, triggering thunderous jubilation in Lambeau Field. Majkowski comatose 23 of 40 passes for 299 yards 
overall, employing nine different receivers in the process. Majkowski’s 24-yard pass to Clint Didier had pr uced 
the Packers’ inital touchdown in the first quarter. 


Packers surprise the defending Super Bowl champion 49ers in their own Candlestick Park, dealing the 
Prospectors a 21-17 defeat with the aid of two rushing touchdowns by Don Majkowski (a 2-yard run in the first 
uarter and an 8-yard quarterback draw early in the fourth period which stakes the Packers to a 21-14 lead). The 
‘ackers' other TD comes on a 4-yard pass to Sterling Sharpe in the second quarter, Robert Brown and Mark 
Murphy contribute late defensive heroics to preserve the victory, Brown sacking Joe Montana fora 9-yard loss on 
the Niners’ final drive and ear making a lunging, last-second deflection of a fourth-down pass intended for 
Jerry Rice to end their eleventh hour bid. itis the second and last defeat San Francisco suffers en route toa second 
straight Super Bowl victory. 
Packers, avenging earlier loss to Minnesota, edge the Vinay at County Stadium, 20-19, to pull even with the NFC 
Central Division leaders in the standings, Don Majkowski's 9-yard pass to Sterling Sharpe at the 4-minute mark of 
the final peed assures the victory. It gives Packers a 20-16 advantage, sitserusret narrowed to one point by a 
19-yard Rich Karlis field goal at 6:07 of the quarter. Dave Brown foils Vikings’ late bids by intercepting two Wade 
Mp reese in the closing minutes. Offensively, Sterling Sharpe sets a personal mark with 10 catches, good for 
yards. 
Packers stage another “miracle” finish, Chris Jacke climaxing a 62-yard drive by kicking ile ghar joa! on the 
final play to shade the Buccaneers, 17-16, in Tampa Stadium. The Bucs had gone ahead with only 1:35 lett on a 
36-yard field goal by Donald Igwebuike. Don Majkowski earlier throws 21 and 55-yard scoring passes to Sterling 
Sharpe for the Packers’ first two touchdowns. 
Leading by only 30-28 in the fourth quarter, the Packers mount a time-consuming, 17-play, 83-yard drive to an 
“insurance” touchdown, scored by Don Majkowskion a one-yard run around Green Bay's nghtflank, to complete 
the first sweep of their season series with the Bears since 1981. Scott Stephen, whose interception of a Jim 
Harbaugh pass at the Green Bay 9-yard-line prefaced the decisive march, later races 76 yards with a Harbaugh 
fumble to set up a 21-yard Jacke fiel goal which closes the scoring and seals a 40-28 Green Bay win in Chicago's 
Soldier Field, Stephen's runalso set a Packer record. Keith Woodside launches the afternoon in explosive fashion, 
breaking off left tackle early in the first quarter and ong yards to a touchdown. He closes out the day with the 
first 100-yard rushing day of his career (116 yards in 10 attempts). The Packer defense, meanwhile, intercepts 
Harbaugh three times, Mark Lee and Burnell Dent joining Stephen in this category. 
Packers close out with best record in 17 seasons (10-6), beating the Cowboys for the second time — by 20-10n this 
season finale. Locked in a 10-10 tie in the third quarter following Jack Del Rio's 57-yard scoring run with a Packer 
tumble, the Packers move on top to stay with a 62-yard drive late in the period, Majkowski yer tightend Ed West 
with a 5-yard scoring pass at 12:07 of the quarter. Chris Jacke later settles the issue with a 24-yard field goal at 
11:36 of the fourth quarter. Perry Kemp plays a major role in the victory with six catches for 85 yards, Sterling Sharpe 
weighing in with 5 for 72. ie Jeff Query registers the Packers first TD on a 14-yard Majkowski pass in the 
second quarter of the Texas Stadium contest.

PACKERS STILL OWN A SHARE OF 
HIGHEST SCORING ‘MONDAY NIGHT FOOTBALL’ GAME 


The Packers still own a share—the winning share—of the highest scoring game in the history of 
“Monday Night Football,” ABC-TV's 18-year-old prime time series. On October 17, 1983, they delighted 
a Lambeau Field house of 52,555 fans by edging the Washington Redskins in an explosive struggle, 
48-47. 

The Packers eventually prevailed over the Redskins—reigning Super Bowl champions then as they 
are in 1988—by way of a Jan Stenerud field goal. The scoring orgy produced 11 touchdowns, 11 
conversions and 5 other field goals, Stenerud’s 20-yard success with only 54 seconds remaining 
deciding the issue. The Redskins’ Mark Moseley added a final, dramatic flourish by missing a 39-yard 
field goal attempt on the game's last play. 

The 95-point production surpassed the previous “Monday Night Football" record for total points by 
11. The latter had been established Dec. 20, 1982, when the San Diego Chargers outscored the 
Cincinnati Bengals, 50-34. 

The contestalso was the highest scoring game in which the Packers ever have been involved. The 95 
points exceeded by eight the previous mark of 87, set when Green Bay lostto the Lions at Detroitin 1951,

The Packers launched the Super Bowl series by whipping Kansas City's American Football League 
champions 35-10 behind the passing of Bart Starr, the receiving of Max McGee and a key interception by 
all-pro safety Willie Wood. 

Vince Lombardi's repeating NFL champions broke open the game with three second-half touchdowns, 
the first of which was set up by Wood's 50-yard return of an interception to the Chief's 5-yard line with the 
Packers leading by only 14-10. The pass, authored by the Chiefs’ Len Dawson, had been intended for 
Kansas City tight end Fred Arbanas. 

McGee, filling in for ailing Boyd Dowler (injured on the Packers, first offensive series) after having 
caught only three passes all season, snared seven from Starr for 138 yards and two touchdowns. Elijah 
Pitts ran for two other scores counting one on a 5-yard run in the third quarter and the other on a one-yard 
bolt in the final period. 

The Chiefs’ 10 points came in the second quarter; the only touchdown on a seven-yard pass from 
Dawson to Curtis McClinton. 

Starr completed 16 of 23 passes for 250 yards and 2 touchdowns and was chosen the game's most 
valuable player. His scoring strikes came on a 37-yard collaboration with McGee in the first quarter and a 
13-yard pitch to the aging end in the decisive third period. 

The Packers collected $15,000 per man and the Chiefs $7,500 apiece — the largest single-game shares 
in the history of team sports.

Having acquired a third consecutive NFL championship just two weeks earlier, the Packers embellished 
that record-tying parlay by winning the Super Bowl title for the second straight year. This time, they 
dispatched the AFL champion Raiders, 33-14, in a game that drew the first $3 million gate in football 
history. 

Bart Starr again was chosen the game's most valuable player as he completed 13 of 24 passes for 202 
yards and one touchdown and directed a Packer attack that was in control all the way after building up a 
16-7 halftime lead. 

Don Chandler kicked four field goals (39, 20, 43 and 31 yards), and all-pro cornerback Herb Adderley 
highlighted the Green Bay scoring with a 60-yard interception return of a Daryle Lamonica pass. 

After leading by only 3-0 at the quarter, the Packers padded their margin to 16-7 at halftime by way of 
three Chandler field goals and a 62-yard scoring pass from Starr to split end Boyd Dowler. They then left 
the Raiders behind with a 10-point third period, Donny Anderson scoring on a 2-yard run and Chandler 
with his final field goal. 

The game marked the last for Vince Lombardi as Packers coach, ending nine years at Green Bay in 
which he won six Western Conference championships, five NFL titles and two Super Bowls, a record 
unprecedented in pro football history.

The Green Bay Packers have won more championships — eleven — than any other team in National 
Football League history. They won their first three by league standing (1929, 1930 and 1931) and eight since 
the NFL's playoff system was established in 1933 (1936, 1939, 1944, 1961, 1962, 1965, 1966 and 1967). Green 
Bay also is the only NFL team to win three straighttitles, having done it twice (1929-30-31 and 1965-66-67). 

eae the Packers won the first two Super Bowls (over Kansas City in 1967, 35-10, and over Oakland 
in 1968, 33-14). 

Chicago's Bears rank second with nine NFL titles, followed by the Giants, Lions, Browns and 49ers with

1936 — GREEN BAY 21, BOSTON REDSKINS 
6, (Polo Grounds, New York) — Although New 
York was not represented in the title playoff, the 
game was played in the Polo Grounds because 
the Redskins’ franchise was being shifted to 
Washington, D.C., by George Marshall. A turnout 
of 29,545 saw Don Hutson take a 45-yard touch- 
down pass from Arnie Herber in the first three 
minutes, and the Packers were never headed. 


1938 — NEW YORK 23, GREEN BAY 17, (Polo 
Grounds, New York) — The Packers overcame an 
early 9-0 New York lead, spawned by two blocked 
punts, but could not hold off the Giants in the 
second half. The Packers began to close in early 
in the second period, Arnie Herber capitalizing on 
a Paul (Tiny) Engebretsen interception by lofting a 
50-yard touchdown strike to Carl Mulleneaux, 
cutting the Giants margin to 9-7. 

The Giants shortly converted a mid-field fumble 
by Packer fullback Eddie Jankowski into a 16-7 
lead before Green Bay again trimmed the deficit 
to two points before the half was over; Clarke 
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Hinkle crashing over from the 6-inch line follow- 
ing a 66-yard Cecil Isbell pass to Wayland Becker. 
The Packers then forged in front in opening 
minutes of the second half for the first and only 
time in the game; an Engebretsen field goal 
presenting them with a 17-16 edge. The Giants, 
however, stormed back with a 61-yard scoring 
drive, capped by a 35-yard pass from Ed 
Danowski to Hank Soar. Soar fought his way over 
the goal line from the 2, with Hinkle clinging to 
one leg, for what proved to be the winning 
touchdown, A crowd of 48,120, a play off record, 
sat in on proceedings. 


1939 — GREEN BAY 27, NEW YORK 0, (State 
Fair Park, Milwaukee) — The Packers made 
playoff history by scoring first shutout ever regis- 
tered in NFL championship game. Despite bitter 
35 m.p.h. wind, both Arnie Herber and Cecil Isbell 
passed for touchdowns in leading Green Bay to 
its fifth world championship before 32,279 fans. 
Green Bay mounted a 7-0 halitime lead, by dint 
of a Herber scoring strike to Milt Gantenbein, and 
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pulled away in the third quarter on a 29-yard field 
goal by Paul (Tiny) Engebretsen and a long TD 
pass from Isbell to Joe Laws. The Packers added 
10 more points in the fourth quarter on a 42-yard 
field goal by Ernie Smith and a short scoring run 
by fullback Eddie Jankowski. 


1944 — GREEN BAY 14, NEW YORK 7, (Polo 
Grounds, New York) — With peerless pass 
catcher Don Hutson employed primarily as a 
decoy for the Giant defense, fullback Ted Fritsch 
emerged the offensive hero of Packers’ sixth 
world title victory. 


Fritsch scored both Green Bay touchdowns, 
one on a 2-yard run in the second quarter and the 
other on a 26-yard pass-and-run collaboration 
with Irv Comp in the third. Ward Cuff scored the 
Giants’ touchdown with a one-yard plunge on the 
first play of the final period. Joe Laws, the Packers’ 
veteran, 34-year-old all-purpose halfback, had a 
brilliant day, setting a playoff record with three 
interceptions and claiming ground gaining honors 
with 74 yards in 13 carries. Attendance: 46,016. 


1960 — PHILADELPHIA 17, GREEN BAY 13 
(Franklin Field) — Packers erected a 6-0 lead in 
the second period and were out in front by 13-10 
in fourth quarter before yielding to late surge by 
Eagles, who scored the deciding points on a 5- 
yard burst by Ted Dean. 

Green Bay moved ahead in first quarter on a 
20-yard Paul Hornung field goal. Hornung added 
23-yard FG in second quarter but Eagles tied it 
6-6 on a 35-yard scoring pass from Norm Van 
Brocklin to Tommy McDonald and edged ahead 
via Bobby Walston’s first conversion, Walston 
followed with a 15-yard FG for a 10-6 halftime 
lead. 

The Packers stopped Philadelphia at their own 
four late in the third period, then recaptured lead 
on a 7-yard TD pass from Bart Starr to Max 
McGee. A 58-yard kickoff return by Dean, however, 
ignited Eagles and victory eluded Packers, 
making their first title game appearance in 16 
years. Attendance: 67,325. 


1961 — GREEN BAY 37, NEW YORK 0, (Lambeau 
Field, Green Bay) — Paul Hornung, on leave from 
the Army, scored a record tying 19 points to key 
Packer decimination of Giants in first title game 
ever played in Green Bay. 

A record Packer home crowd of 39,029 watched 
the Green and Gold erupt for 24 points in the 
second quarter. In all, the Packers scored seven 
times against the NFL's top defensive team of 
1961, amassing four touchdowns and three field 
goals. The defense, meanwhile, was proving a 
devastating complement to the attack, inter- 
cepting four Giant passes and recovering one 
fumble.

1983—GREEN BAY 41, ST. LOUIS 16 (Lambeau Field, Green Bay) — Making their first post-season 
appearance in Lambeau Field since celebrated “Ice Bowl” game of 1967 against Dallas, Packers halt Cardinal drive 
at one-yard-line in first quarter then proceed to forge an all-time club scoring record in their opening Super Bow! 
Tournament contest following 1982 season. 

Out front21-3 at halftime, they pad lead to 41-9 in fourth quarter before permitting Cards a consolation touchdown. 
Quarterback Lynn Dickey ties Packer playoff record before 54,282 fans by passing for 4 touchdowns (17 of 23 for 260 
yards and 0 intercepts overall) and flanker John Jefferson sets club postseason mark with 148 receiving yards on 6 
catches, including a 60-yard TD reception, another Packer playoff record. Placekicker Jan Stenerud also 
establishes a club playoff mark with a 46-yard field goal. 

1983—DALLAS 37, GREEN BAY 26 (Texas Stadium, Irving, TX) — Packers amass 466 yards, a team playoff 
record, but are unable to overcome slow start, which finds them trailing 20-7 at halftime. They roll up 363 yards and 
out-score Cowboys 19-17 in second half, pulling within four points (30-26) on a 23-yard scoring runback of an 
interception by Mark Lee in fourth quarter, but Cowboys retaliate with 74-yard scoring drive to end Green Bay hopes 
with 63,972 fans looking on. 

Quarterback Lynn Dickey throws for 332 yards (19-for-36) and all-time Packer playoff record in losing cause, split 
end James Lofton emerging with 109 yards on 5 receptions. Lofton also spices Packers’ second half comeback with 
71-yard reverse for a TD, tying all-time NFL playoff record for a run from scrimmage. 


Don Majkowski's 4,318 yards passing and 27 touchdown passes in 1989 represent the second highest 
single season totals in Packer history, ranking behind only the 4,458 yards and 32 TD passes by Lynn Dickey 
in 1983.

The Green Bay Packers continue to own the best winning percentage in postseason in National Football 
League history. They have won 13 of 18 playoff games since making their first postseason appearance inthe 
1936 league championship game (in which they defeated the Boston Redskins 21-6) fora .722 percentage. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers and San Francisco 49ers are next up with .652 percentages, based onidentical 15-8 
playoff records.

In 1989, Sterling Sharpe became the first Packer to lead the National Football League in receiving since 
1945, when the fabled Don Hutson captured league honors. Sharpe's 90 receptions eclipsed Hutson's 
Packer single season record (74 in 1942) in the process. 
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Pro Hall Of Famers 


1963 — E. L. (Curly) Lambeau, Founder, player, coach, vice-president (1919-49). 
Founded Packers in 1919 and served as team's only coach through 1949 season. 
Also played halfback from '19 through '27, a period during which he pioneered 
forward pass in professional football. Led Packers to six world championships and 
is one of only five coaches to record more than 200 coaching victories in the NFL, 
(others are George Halas, Paul Brown, Don Shula and Tom Landry). Also coached 
Chicago Cardinals (1950-'51) and Washington Redskins (1952-'53). 


1963 — Johnny (Blood) McNally, HB (1928-'36). Also played for Milwaukee 
Badgers, Duluth Eskimos. Pottsville Maroons, Pittsburgh Steelers. An elusive 
runner and gifted pass receiver, he played major role in Packers’ drive to first three 
championships in 1929, '30 and '31. Also helped Packers win a fourth world title in 
'36. Still 16th place in Packer lifetime scoring, four decades after departing Green 
Bay scene, with 224 points. Collegiate star at St. Thomas. 


1963 — Don Hutson, E (1935-'45). Highest scoring receiver in pro football history 
with 99 touchdowns, all-time NFL record. Credited with inventing pass patterns, 
he led league in receiving 8 years and in scoring 5 seasons, both also lifetime 
marks. Caught passes in 95 consecutive games, one of the longest streaks in pro 
football history. Led NFL in receiving yards in 7 seasons, an all-time record. Also 
holds league record for most points scored in one quarter (29). 


1963 — Robert (Cal) Hubbard, T-E (1929-'35). Also played for New York Giants, 
Pittsburgh Steelers. A legendary athlete, he was one of pro football's first genuine 
giants — a massive 6 ft. 3 inch. 265 pounder who was a devastating blocker on 
offense and relentless pursuer on defense as a premier, two-way performer. Was 
an all-pro choice in each of first three years (1931, '32, '33) such selections were 
made. Played college football at Centenary, Geneva. 


1964 — Clarke Hinkle, FB (1932-'41). A four-time all-pro selection (1936, '37, '38, 
41) ... One of the most versatile players in NFL annals, he was tough, bruising 
runner, fine blocker, good receiver and excellent placekicker as well as a shrewd, 
hard-hitting linebacker. Fourth-ranking rusher in Packer history with 3,860 yards 
in 1,171 carries. Played college football at Bucknell. 


1964 — Mike Michalske, G (1929-'37). Also played for New York Yankees (1927- 
'28) before joining Packers. Rated one of game's greatest guards during pro 
football's “two-way” era. Two-time all-pro selection (1931 and 1935). A true 
60-minute player, he was known as “Iron Mike” because of his great stamina and 
durability. Best asset was exceptional quickness, which made him equally 
effective on both offense and defense. Played college football at Penn State. 
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G) Packer Pro Hall Of Famers 


1966 — Arnie Herber, HB (1930-'41). Also played for New York Giants (1944-'45). 
Pro football's first great long passer. Won three National Football League passing 
titles and was all-pro selection in 1932. Teamed with Don Hutson to form NFL's first 
feared passing combination in mid-'30s. Shares fourth place in lifetime passing 
efficiency in Packer annals with 50.06 percentage for 9 seasons and ranks fifth in 
career touchdown passes with 51. Tough, durable athlete and accomplished 
punter as well as great passer. A Green Bay native, he played college football at 
Regis (Denver, Colo). 


1971 — Vince Lombardi, Coach and General Manager (1959-'67). Also assistant 
coach for New York Giants (1954-’58) and head coach of Washington Redskins 
(1969). Directed Packers to five NFL championships in seven years (1961-'62 and 
1965-'66-'67), a feat without precedent or parallel in pro football history. His 1966 
and 1967 teams also made history by winning first two Super Bowls. Packers won 
nine of 10 playoff games under his leadership and overall, compiled a 98-30-4 
record, a glittering .766 winning percentage. Lombardi, a guard, played his college 
football at Fordham, where he was one of the legendary “Seven Blocks 
of Granite.” 


1974 — Tony Canadeo, HB(1941-'44, 1946-'52). Became only the third 1,000 yard 
rusher in pro football history when he gained 1,052 yards in 1952. Still ranks as No. 
3 ground gainer in Packer annals with 4,197 yards in 1,025 attempts, a 4.1 average. 
Adurable, all-purpose halfback, he was an accomplished blocker, capable passer 
and good receiver in addition to being a highly effective kick returner. Also played 
defensive back during early years of his career. Played college football at 
Gonzaga, where he acquired nickname of “Grey Ghost.” 


1976 — Jim Taylor, FB (1958-'66). Also played for New Orleans Saints (1967). One 
of six running backs in pro football history to rush for 1,000 yards in as many as five 
consecutive seasons (1960-'64). Also ninth ranking career rusher in NFL annals 
with 8,597 yards in 10 seasons. Ranks ninth all-time, in number of 100-yard 
tushing games with 26 and eighth in career rushing attempts with 1,941. Also 
owns fifth highest lifetime total of rushing TDs, 83. Played college football at LSU. 


1977 — Forrest Gregg, T (1956, 1958-'70). Also played with Dallas Cowboys 
(1971). Drafted No. 2 in 1956. Gregg was named All-Pro eight times (including 
All-Pro at both Guard and Tackle in 1965) and 9 times to the Pro Bowl. Called by 
Lombardi the “finest player he'd ever coached.” Gregg holds the Packer record for 
durability with 187 consecutive games. Head Coach of the Green Bay Packers 
1984-87. Also served as head coach of Cleveland Browns (1975-77) and 
Cincinnati Bengals (1980-83). Played college football at SMU, where he now is 
head football coach. 


1977 — Bart Starr, QB (1956-'71). Drafted in 17th round in 1956. Starr became the 
winningest quarterback in football, directing the Packers to 6 Western Division 
Titles, 5 World Titles, 2 Super Bowl victories, and was named MVP in Super Bowls | 
and Il. Starr led the League in passing in 1962, 1964 and 1966 and was named to 
the Pro Bowl 4 times. In 1972 he coached Packer quarterbacks, Head Coach of 
Green Bay Packers 1975-83. He played college football at Alabama. 
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G) Packer Pro Hall Of Famers 


1978 — Ray Nitschke, MLB (1958-'72). Drafted in third round in 1957 after playing 
fullback at Illinois. Most Valuable Player in 1962 NFL Title game vs NY Giants. 
Named to the NFL All-50 year team. All-Pro in 1964, 1965 and 1966; Pro Bow! 1965. 


1980 — Herb Adderley, DB (1961-'69). Also played for Dallas Cowboys (1970-'72). 
Packers’ No. 1 draft choice (Michigan State) in 1961. Five-time all-pro at corner- 
with back. Played in five Pro Bowls, four of first six Super Bowls (two with Green 
Bay, two Dallas). Had 48 career intercepts, ran 7 back for TDs (second highest total 
in NFL history). 


1981 — Jim Ringo, C (1953-'63). Also played for Philadelphia (1964-'67). Seventh 
round draft choice out of Syracuse in 1953, Went on to win all-pro honors six 
times, five as a Packer, and played in 10 Pro Bowls, seven as a Packer. Highly 
durable performer, once held NFL record for most consecutive games played 
(183). Helped Packers win back-to-back NFL titles in 1961-'62. Traded to 
Philadelphia in 1964. Currently offensive line coach for New York Jets. 


1981 — Willie Davis, DE (1960-69). Also played for Cleveland (1958-'59). A 17th 
round draft choice, he came to Packers from Browns in 1960 trade. Became one of 
premier pass rushers in pro football history, winning all-pro honors six times and 
selection to Pro Bowl five times. Holds all-time Packer record for career fumble 
recoveries (21) and second longest consecutive game streak (162) in Green Bay 
annals, Helped Packers win five NFL titles during 1960s. Played college football at 
Grambling. 


1986 — Paul Hornung, HB (1957-'62, 1964-’66). One of the most versatile players 
in pro football history, he won NFL scoring title three consecutive years (1959-60- 
61), setting all-time league record of 176 points in 1960. Also shares league single 
game playoff scoring record, 19 points. All-pro selection three times and named to 
Pro Bowl twice. Averaged 4.1 yards per rush, caught 130 passes and kicked 66 
field goals during 9-year career. Second ranking scorer in Packer history with 760 
points, Bonus choice (first player selected overall) in 1957 NFL draft. Played 
college football at Notre Dame, winning Heisman Trophy in 1956. 


1989 — Willie Wood, FS (1960-'71). Wrote several NFL teams asking for a tryout, 
coming out of USC in 1960, before Packers agreed to take a look and signed him 
as a free agent. Went on to become recognized as a premier free safety, winning 
all-NFL honors seven times in an eight-year span beginning in 1964 and 
continuing, except for 1969, through his final 1971 season. A Pro Bowl selection 
eight times (1962 through 1970), Wood also played in six NFL championship 
games, helping Packers win five titles. Starting free safety for Green Bay in Super 
Bowls | and Il, he broke opena close contest in third quarter of SBI, intercepting a 
Len Dawson pass and returning 50 yards to the Kansas City five, triggering a 35-10 
Packer victory. Had 48 careerinterceptions, returned for 699 yards. Won NFL title 
in 1962 with nine thefts and also captured a league punt return crown in 1961 with 
a 16.1 average. One of only 6 free agents to make Hall of Fame. 
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G) Packer Hall of Fame

BIRTH OF A TEAM AND A LEGEND 


On the evening of August 11, 1919, a score or 
more of husky young athletes, called together by 
Curly Lambeau and George Calhoun, gathered in 
the dingy editorial room of the old Green Bay 
Press-Gazette building on Cherry Street and or- 
ganized a football team. They didn’t know it, but 
that was the beginning of the incredible saga of the 
Green Bay Packers. 

There had been some preliminary talk and plan- 
ning and that night's decision wasn’t announced 
until two days later, but the big step had been 
taken. So August 11 is as good a birthday as any. 

Actually the initial spark had been struck a few 
weeks before during a casual street corner con- 
versation between Curly Lambeau and George 
Calhoun. It was apparently one of those "Why not 
get up a football team?” remarks, but once they got 
interested they wasted no time. 

FIRST THEY TALKED Curly's employer at the 
Indian Packing Company into putting up some 
money for equipment. 

Because the team's jerseys had been provided 
by the packing company, which also permitted the 
use of its athletic field for practice, the club was 
identified in its early publicity as a project of the 
company. With this tie-in the name “Packers” was 
a natural, and Packers they have been ever since, 
although the corporation had practically faded out 
of the picture before that first season was half over. 

That first season the team won 10 games and 
lost only one against other teams from Wisconsin 
and Upper Michigan. Games were played in an 
open field with no fences or bleachers, and 
interested fans “passed the hat.” But the team was 
so successful by 1921 that Lambeau was backed 
by two officials of the packing plant in obtaining a 
franchise in the new national pro-football leaque 
that had been formed in 1920. Cash customers 
didn't quite pay the freight and at the end of the 
season it had to be forfeited. 

THIS WAS the first in a long series of troubles 
that the now famous team overcame, for in 1922 
Lambeau gained other backers and bought the 
franchise back for $250. Troubles continued during 
that season. One game was rained out and the 
insurance company wouldn't pay off because the 
official amount of rain was one one-hundredth of 
an inch short of that required in the policy. 

Another storm late in the season when the 
Packers were scheduled to play the Duluth 
Eskimos, however, proved the founding of the 
modern community corporation. A.B. Turnbull, 
general manager of the Green Bay Press-Gazette, 
told the Packers to play anyway. He then went out 
and helped organize the businessmen of Green 
Bay in the support of the team, and the Green Bay 
Football Corporation was formed. 
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FROM THOSE MODEST and somewhat tenuous 
beginnings, the Packers have gone on to earn 
national stature and virtual world-wide recognition 
by winning more championships (eleven) over the 
intervening half-century than any other team in 
professional football. 

The fact that these achievements have come 
while representing a city of only 90,000 inhabitants, 
in competition with the country’s population giants, 
has endeared them to the nation’s football fans, 
many of whom are intrigued by the David vs. 
Goliath conceptand the Packers’ unique status as 
a publicly-owned corporation. 

INEVITABLY, PROCEDURES at Packer games 
have come a long way since the sandlot years of 
1919-20 when the Pack was subsisting on the 
contents of George Calhoun’s hat. Then there 
were no ushers, no majorettes, no band and no 
public address system—the latter hadn't been 
invented yet, there weren't even any seats at first, 
and it didn't cost anything to get in. 

When the Packers began their existence in 
1919, they played on approximately the same site 
as the now abandoned City (East) Stadium, but 
with a mighty difference. Hagemeister Park, as it 
was called was just a big vacant lot with a football 
gridiron marked on it. 

There were no gates because there wasn't any 
fence. Spectators just dropped off the Walnut 
Street streetcar and walked over to the sideline, 
or drove their own cars and parked about ten 
yards behind the ropes stretched around the 
playing field. 

If they felt like it they either sat in their auto- 
mobiles or on top of them, but most preferred to get 
out and follow the play up and down the field. By 
moving as the play progressed, you always had a 
“50-yard line” location and were handy to any 
donnybrook that might require a little help. In fact, 
when things got exciting the crowd sometimes 
spilled right onto the field, surrounded the scrim- 
mage ina big circle and virtually took partin every 
play. Teams didn't huddle in those days, or the fans 
would have been in that too. 

When the half ended teams grabbed blankets 
and adjourned to opposite end zones where they 
relaxed and talked over the tactics of the nexthalf. 
Nothing private about those huddles. The crowd 
formed a ring around the players, a practice 
encouraged since it made a handy wind break. 
Fans weren't bashful about joining the discussions 
either, sometimes with surprising results. At least 
one early game was pulled out of the fire by a 
spectator's half time suggestion. 

In 1920 a section of stands was built—just a 
small bleacher with a capacity ofa couple hundred— 
on one side of the field, and a fee charged to sit 
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there. The next year a portable canvas fence was 
erected around the whole field and a regular 
admission charge inaugurated. 

WHEN HAGEMEISTER Park was dug up in 1923 
to make way for East High School, the Packers 
shifted to the new baseball grounds out on the end 
of Main Street. This was called Bellevue Park 
because it was just east of the old Hagemeister 
Brewery, which was renamed the Bellevue Prod- 
ucts Co, during Prohibition. Things were Big Time 
out there, with crowds of 4,000 to 5,000 storming 
the fences to boo the hated Chicago Bears. 

The Packers used Bellevue in 1923-24, but it 
was obviously inadequate and too far out, lacking 
about every facility needed for football. Agitation to 
build a new stadium somewhere near the original 
site culminated in the erection of old City Stadium 
just back of the new high school. 

The new plant was barely completed in time for 
the 1925 opening, but was an immediate success, 
the Bear game that year drawing a record crowd of 
nearly 6,000. It was a typical small town park of its 
day, with wooden fences and stands on both sides, 
between the 30-yard lines. Seating capacity was 
gradually increased until it seated 15,000 by 1934, 
with the end zones still uncovered. With the filling 
in of the area around the end lines the ultimate 
capacity of 25,000 was reached. 

AFTER WORLD WAR II, City Stadium gradually 
faded from its once proud position as one of the 
favored fields in the National Football League to an 
inadequate and obsolete installation. As pro 
crowds increased it was impossible to expand the 
Stadium any further. With limited capacity, the 
Packers found it increasingly difficult to schedule 
top opponents at home. September 29, 1957 wasa 
proud day for Green Bay and its Packers. A million 
dollar modern stadium with a seating capacity of 
32,150 was dedicated. In 1961, the Stadium was 
expanded to 38,669, to 42,327 in 1963, to 50,861 in 
1965 when the name was changed to Lambeau 
Field, 56,155 in 1970, and to 56,926 following the 
addition of private boxes in 1985. 

The Packers’ colorful saga, spanning 70 years, 
can be roughly divided into eight chapters. They 
take us from the “Iron Man” period of the first 
decade under founder Curly Lambeau to the 
present day, which finds Lindy Infante presiding as 
the tenth head coach in the team's history. 

THE IRON MAN ERA—With good financial 
backing, Lambeau began to pick up college stars 
from all over the country, plus some unknowns 
who were going to turn out to be “greats.” And in 
1929 Green Bay won the national professional 
football championship. They repeated in 1930 and 
1931 with a team featuring such all-time pro greats 
as Red Dunn, Verne Lewellen, Cal Hubbard, Bo 
Molenda, Jug Earp, Mike Michalske, Johnny 
Blood, Bill Kern, Arnie Herber, Clarke Hinkle, 


Lawvie Dilweg, Tom Nash, Milt Gantenbein and 
Hank Bruder. Many games 12 or 13 players would 
go for almost the full 60 minutes. These teams 
were hailed all over the country as some of the 
greatest ever. 

THE HUTSON PERIOD—Trouble flared again 
soon afterward. A fan fell from the stands, sued and 
won a $5,000 verdict and the insurance company 
went out of business. The Packers went into 
receivership, were just about to fold, when Green 
Bay businessmen came to the rescue again, 
raised $15,000 in new capital and reorganized the 
club. About this time a rather slight, lanky end by 
the name of Don Hutson came to the club. From his 
first game on, Hutson became the terror of the 
league and the secret of Green Bay's next three 
championships. With Herber and Cecil Isbell 
pitching and Hutson catching anything they threw 
at him despite any kind of a stop-Hutson defense, 
Green Bay won championships in 1936, 1939 and 
1944, and all during the Hutson era they always 
finished in the first division. 

RONZANI REGIME—After Hutson’s retirement, 
Packer fortunes again went into a decline. The 
disastrous pro football war brought on another 
financial crisis after the 1949 season. In the midst 
of it Lambeau resigned to take a position as head 
coach of the Chicago Cardinals. Then began 
another major reorganization and rebuilding effort 
with Gene Ronzani of the Bears hired as head 
coach. Over $125,000 was raised in a giant stock 
sale all over the state. Ronzani's teams improved 
each of the first three seasons until 1952. The 
Packers were in the thick of the title chase until the 
last weeks of the season. In 1953 the team played 
erratic ball and Ronzani resigned with two games 
remaining on the schedule. 

BLACKBOURN TAKES OVER—The Packers 
overhauled their front office and coaching staff in 
1954, hiring Verne C. Lewellen, all-time Packer 
great, attorney and businessman, as general man- 
ager. Reaching into college ranks for a head 
coach was the next step in the rebuilding plans 
and Lisle W. Blackbourn, coach of Marquette 
University, was signed to a contract. During the 
four-year Blackbourn regime the Packers won 17 
while losing 31. 

McLEAN MOVES UP—Likable Ray “Scooter” 
McLean moved up from an outstanding assistant 
coach to guide the destiny of the Packers for 1958. 
McLean resigned in December after a 1-10-1 
record, worst in Packer history in his lone season 
as head coach. 

THE LOMBARDI ERA—In 1959, the Packers 
announced the signing of New York Giant assistant 
Vince Lombardi as head coach and general 
manager. 

In his first season, Lombardilifted the Packers to 
a7-5 record and was unanimously voted Coach of 
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the Year. Then in 1960, the Packers captured the 
Western Division title and went on to win World 
Championships in 1961, 1962, 1965, 1966, and 
1967. Never finishing lower than second since 
1960, his teams became the standard of football 
excellence and the Packer franchise one of the 
most successful. Over a nine year span as head 
coach, Lombardi's teams racked up 141 victories 
against 39 losses and 4 ties for a remarkable .783 
winning percentage. Even more noteworthy, how- 
ever, is the record of Lombardi coached teams in 
post-season play. In 10 Division playoffs and 
World Championship Games, the Packers emerged 
victorious nine times. 

BENGTSON PERIOD—Following the third con- 
secutive title in 1967, Lombardi turned over the 
head coaching duties to Phil Bengtson and one 
year later announced that he was leaving Green 
Bay to coach and manage the Washington Red- 
skins. Bengtson coached the Packers from 1968- 
1970, compiling a 20-21-1 record, and in Decem- 
ber of 1970 resigned. 

THE DEVINE DAYS—Dan Devine, one of the 
three most successful coaches in the nation's 
collegiate ranks, succeeded Bengtson as head 
coach and general manager in January of 1971. 
After settling for a 4-8-2 record during his first 
season, Devine and the Packers appeared on the 
road to new heights when 1972 produced a 10-4 
record and the team’s first Central Division title 
since 1967. But the Packers’ Super Bowl hopes 
dissolved in the second half of '73 and they slipped 
to a 5-7-2 mark. They continued their recession in 
‘74, emerging with a 6-8 record, and Devine 
resigned. 

BART STARR — the most successful field gen- 
eral in pro football history as Green Bay's quarter- 
back of the 60s, accepted the challenge to lead 
the Packers out of the NFL wilderness, agreeing to 
a three-year contract as head coach and general 
manager on Dec. 24, 1974. Starr, who led the 
Packers to five world championships from 1961 
through 1967, asked forthe prayers and patience 
of Packer fans everywhere...We will earn every- 
thing else.” 

Although he had to settle for a 4-10 record in the 
baptismal season of a massive rebuilding project, 
Starr gave Packer fans new hope by assembling a 
sound organization and restoring a positive atti- 
tude, underscored by three victories in the last five 
games of the 1975 season. He continued the 
resurgent trend in 1976, leading the Packers to a 
5-9 record, highlighted by a three-game, mid- 
season winning streak. Major and key injuries 
slowed the comeback in 1977 but a strong finish 
produced a 4-10 mark. Hopes soared in 1978 
when the Packers posted their first winning record 
since 1972, an 8-7-1 record, only to be temporarily 
dampened in'79 by arecord rash of injuries which 
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spawned a 5-11 mark. Another injury epidemic, 
one which saw 27 players on injured reserve 
during the course of the season, struck in 1980, 
forcing the Packers to settle for a 5-10-1 record. 

Rebounding strongly in 1981, they rallied from a 
disappointing 2-6 start to mount one of the most 
dramatic comebacks in Green Bay history, closing 
with a 6-2 rush (an 8-8 mark) and coming within 
one victory of the playoffs. 

The Packers continued the upsurge in 1982, 
when they qualified for the playoffs for the first time 
since 1972 by posting a 5-3-1 record during a 
strike-interrupted season. They then embellished 
that performance by routing St. Louis 41-16 in the 
first game of the NFL's Super Bow! Tournament 
before bowing to Dallas (37-26) despite a record- 
setting, 466-yard offensive effort. Starr was relieved 
of his head coaching duties on Dec. 19, 1983, after 
the Packers finished the '83 season with an 8-8 
record and missed the NFL playoffs on the final 
week of the year. 

GREGG ERA—On December 24, 1984, Starr 
was replaced by Forrest Gregg, a former teammate 
and one of the premier offensive tackles in the 
history of the game as a player, who had maneu- 
vered Cincinnati into Super Bow! XVI following the 
1981 season. Gregg, whose Bengals’ 19-6 record 
over the 1981-82 seasons was the best in pro 
football, received a five-year contract. 

In taking over, he declared, “I took this job to field 
a winning team ... That will happen.” 

Gregg’s prediction began to bear of fruit in the 
second half of the 1984 season when the Packers 
rebounded from an injury-ridden 1-7 start to win 
seven of their last eight games. 

Because of injury and other complications, 
however, the 1985 season followed the '84 script, 
the Packers getting off to a slow 3-6 start before 
mounting a strong finish to again close at 8-8 by 
winning 5 of their last 7 games. 

Gregg, convinced the time had come to rebuild a 
team which had gone 8-and-8 three years in 
succession and was “starting to get old” at that 
level, made sweeping personnel changes in 1986. 
The young and inexperienced Packers, their task 
complicated by injuries to such key performers as 
John Anderson, Tim Lewis, Rich Moran and Mark 
Cannon, got off to an 0-6 start, then began to 
mature in mid-season and went on to finish with a 
4-and-12 record. 

Following the 1987 season, which saw the 
Packers finish third in the NFC Central with a 5-9-1 
record, Gregg resigned (Jan. 15, 1988) to become 
head coach at his alma mater, Southern Methodist 
University. 

THE PRESENT—Nineteen days later, (Feb. 3), 
Cleveland Browns offensive coordinator Lindy 
Infante became the tenth head coach in Packer 
history. Recognized throughout the NFL as a 
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> brilliant innovator, the 47-year-old University of 
Florida alumnus received a five-year contract. 
With turnovers and kicking problems plaguing 
his offense, Infante's first Packer team had to settle 
for a 4-and-12 record but left fans with hopes for 
™ 1989 and the future by winning the last two games 
to mount a strong finish.

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Building upon that positive note, Infante orches- 
trated a dramatic upsurge in ‘89, escorting the 
Packers to a 10-6 record — their best in 17 years 
— and within one game of the National Football 
League playoffs, spicing that turnabout with a 
league-record four one-point victories.

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G) Packers Own Overtime Mark 


The Packers continue to hold the National Football League record for most overtime games playedinaseason,a 
mark they set in 1983 when they were involved in five sudden death decisions, winning two and losing three. 

In 1987, they augmented their reputation for going the “extra mile,” playing in three more overtime contests. After 
playing all 16 games in the regulation 60 minutes in 1988, they went to sudden death once last season, outlasting the 
Detroit Lions in overtime at Milwaukee, 23-20, on a 38-yard field goal by Chris Jacke. 

The latter swelled the Packers’ overall total of sudden death games to 16. 

The Packers’ three OT adventures of '87 came within a four-game span. The first occurred in Game Two against 
Denver at Milwaukee September 20, a confrontation which ended in a 17-17 sudden death tie when neither team 
was able to score in the extra period. The other two sudden death affairs came on consecutive weekends in 
replacement games, the Packers bowing to Detroit in Green Bay's Lambeau Field on Sunday, October 11 (19-16), a 
contest decided by Lion Mike Prindle's 31-yard field goal, then defeating the Philadelphia Eagles in “Lambeau” the 
following Sunday, October 18 (16-10) via James Hargrove's climactic, 7-yard touchdown run up the middle. 

Overall, the Packers have won six, lost six and tied four of those 16 overtime struggles. 

In addition to regular and post-season play, the Packers have played one overtime game in pre-season action— 
against New England at Milwaukee August 30, 1975. The Patriots won that one, 20-17, on a John Smith field goal.

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G) Instant Replay For 1990

For the fifth consecutive season, NFL clubs have ap- 
proved a limited system of Instant Replay on a one- 
year basis. 

There is one significant change in the system from 
1989. All replay reviews which involve contact to the 
field from the Replay Booth will be a maximum of two 
minutes in duration, timed from the moment when the 
Umpire signals timeout. 

The Replay Official will be assigned to a regular offi- 
ciating crew and will attend crew meetings the day be- 
fore each game. 

The following table outlines the number of reversals 
and plays closely reviewed by instant replay in each of 
the previous four seasons. Plays Closely 


Games Reversals Reviewed 


1986 224 38 374 
1987 210 57 490 
1988 224 53 537 
1989 224 65 492 

In 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote. 
In 1987, the vote was 21-7. In 1988, replay was cleared 
by a 23-5 margin. In 1989, the vote was 24-4. In 1990, 
the vote was 21-7. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some de- 
gree or other since the early 1970s. The League experi- 
mented in 1976 and 1978 using two basic frameworks 
—an independent system using cameras, replay 
machines, and technicians separate from the network 
covering the games, and a “no-frills” approach using 
existing TV coverage. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of the nine 
nationally-televised preseason games to experiment 
with the basic system which later was adopted for 
1986, 1987, and 1988. A total of 28 plays (17 con- 
firrned calls, 4 inconclusive, 1 reversed, and 6 no re- 
play shown) were closely examined in the 1985 
experiment. 

Q—What is the objective of this system? 

A—The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast 
viewed by the general public should be used to correct 
an indisputable error. The system will be used to re- 
verse an on-field decision only when the Replay Official 
has indisputable visual evidence available to him that 
warrants the change. 

Q—Who will be involved? 

A—The Replay Official (a former NFL or collegiate 
Official) will be positioned in a sideline Replay Booth, 
which will house two TV monitors and two high-speed 
VCRs plus radio communications to the on-field offi- 
cials. The Replay Official makes the decision although 
a Communicator (normally a member of the League 
Office staff) and a Technician also will be there to lend 
logistical help. 

Q—Why is the system referred to as “limited” 
instant Replay? 

A—This system will concentrate on plays of pos- 
session or touching (e.g. fumbles, receptions, inter- 
ceptions. muffs) and most plays governed by the 
sidelines, goal lines, end lines, and line of scrim- 


mage (e.g. receiver or runner in or out of bounds, for- 
ward or backward passes, breaking the plane of the 
goal line). It also will be used to determine whether 
there are more than 11 men on the field. 

Q—Why aren't most fouls included in this system? 

A—It is recognized that in most circumstances the 
on-field officials have the best vantage points involving 
fouls. It is for this reason that Instant Replay will not 
review a list of the following 26 fouls: 

Clipping 

Encroachment and offsides 

Grasp of facemask 

False start 

Defensive pass interference 

Offensive pass interference 

Offensive holding and illegal use of hands 
Illegal batting or punching ball 

Illegal block on free kick or scrimmage kick 

. Illegal crackback 

. Illegal motion 

. Illegal use of forearm or elbow 

. Illegal use of hands by detense 

. Illegally kicking ball 

. Illegally snapping ball 

. Intentional grounding 

. Member of punting team downfield early 

. Illegal formation 

. Palpably unfair act 

. Piling on 

. Roughing the passer 

. Running into/roughing kicker 

. Striking, kicking, or kneeing 

. Unnecessary roughness 

. Unsportsmanlike conduct 

. Use of helmet as a weapon 

Q—Is the television network carrying the game 
part of the review process? 

A—No. Although the Replay Official will be viewing 
the live network feed, there is no communicatiun to 
television personnel as to which plays to show or not 
to show. The Replay Official does not hear the TV 
commentators. 

Q—What is the step-by-step procedure of a play 
review? 

A—The Replay Official will view game action and a 
play will be replayed immediately on one of the two 
monitors, while the other one continues to record the 
live feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further 
Study of the play is needed. If not, there is no contact 
with the field and play continues without interruption. 

If the Replay Official believes an error may have been 
made the Umpire will be contacted via a headset. 

The Replay Official will watch replay(s) on one or 
both monitors and complete his review within a rea- 
sonable period after the play is over. 

The Replay Official will inform the Umpire of his 
decision, and the Referee will make the appropriate 
announcement on the wireless microphone.
